There are-many things we do 
not know, but what we do know 


we know as well as anybody. | 


We may not know how to pray or 
praise the Lord as we ought, but 
we are not going to cease because 
we do not have a full knowledge 
of how to do it. 


Jesus gave an example of 
prayer, and the apostle Paul, a 
close follower of Jesus, exhorts 
us to pray without ceasing. There 
are also many passages in the 
Bible that encourages us to praise 
the Lord. The Psalmist sang, 
‘Tl will bless the Lord at all 
times: his praise shall continu- 
ally be in my mouth.’’ Praise is 
comely, and prayer is according 
to the will of God. 


We are rapidly approaching 
the end of this age. Everything 
is on a whirl, and things never 
thought of by the common in- 
tellect are transpiring every day 
indicating that we are in the 
last act and near the last scene 
in the last act of the great drama. 
No one knows now what will be 
tomorrow. There are surprises 
on top of surprises. Surely this 
is the day of the Lord and 
it is rightly named the day of 
the Lord. (Rev. 1:10.) Not a 
twenty-four hour day as rome 
try to make believe when they 
speak of Sunday being the Lord’s 
day, but the Lord’s day into 
which John entered in Spirit and 
saw such wonderful and awful 
things. (Rev. 1:10.) 

Some people are always getting 
into trouble while others are 
always staying out of trouble by 
lending assistance to others, and 
making sacrifices and being kind 
and loving. There is a mystery 
in life and its providences that 
is truly peculiar, but life is life 
just the same. There are many 
different temperaments and dis- 
positions, ‘*but such is life.” 

There is much required of the 
Lord’s people. Paul declares 
that there is a time, and surely 
it is near, ‘That in the dispensa- 
tion of the fuliness of times he 
(God) might gather together in 
one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven and whic 
are on the earth.’ (Eph. | :10.) 
Then during that time and before 
that time ‘‘we should be to the 
praise of His glory.’’ 

But whatis this? What kind 
of an experience does Paul talk 
about now? ‘To the praise of 
his glory.”’ We know what it is 
to be saved from our sins; we 
know what it is to be sanctified ; 
we know what it is to be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire and talk with other tongues 
as the Spirit gives the utter 
ance, but what is it to be to the 
praise of His-glory? And what 
is it to be gathered together in 
one with things which are in 
heaven? 

Can it be possible that there 
is @ spiritual realm which mortal 
man has never trod? Gasp it be 
possible that you and I are unin- 
formed about spiri‘uals so that 
we do not k:ow? I hope not, 


but when we approach the heav-' ship with the apostles that have touch with heaven and heavenly} 





enlies we feel a sacredness far 
different from that we have while 
mingling with the world. 


Elijah and Moses, both heaven- 
ly beings, came close to Peter, 
James, and John and talked with 
Jesus in the presence of these 
three disciples. This scene so 
affected these men that they 
never got away from its influ- 
ence. And along time after the 
occurance John said,“*That which 
we have seen and heard declare 
we unto you, that ye also may 
have fellowship with us: and 
truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with his Son Jesus 
Ohrist.’”’ (1 John 1:3.) 


Peter was so impressed with 
this scene and the fellowship of 
the inhabitants of the other 
worid that he said, ‘‘He (Jesus) 
received from God the Father 
honor and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from 
the excellent glory, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased. And this voice which 
came from heaven we _ heard, 
when we were with him in the 
holy mount.’’ (2 Peter 1:17,18.) 
And these two inhabitants of 
heaven talked so Peter and 
the others heard and knew what 
they were talking about for 1t is 
written, ‘‘And, behold, there 
talked with him two men, which 
were Moses and, Elias.”’ (Luke 
9:30.) 


{n this fellowship, in this com- 
munion, Jesus was the connect- 
ing link. Jhere was the excel 
lent glory. There were the two 
men who had been in heaven for 
ceuturies, and there they were 
talking with Jesus, and those 
three disciples heard the conver- 
sation and were really with them. 
Paul: says gather together all 
things in heaven and on earth 
There were heavenly beings rec. 
ognized as ‘tmen”’ (Luke 9:30) 
and men of earth mingling to- 
gether. And these heavenly men 
appeared in glory, and these 
three disciples saw the glory, 
heard and recognized the men 
from heaven. Now then, re- 
member that Paul says we are to 
be to the praise of His glory.

Talk about glory! But 


hit is given to us to penetrate 


the vail of mystery and delve 
into the glory because Paul says 
that God ordained these cer- 
tain things ‘‘before the world 
was onto our glory.’’ Then fol- 
lows such a deluge of eloquence 
from Paul himself that it is al- 
most enough to take one’s breath 
‘“‘Kye hath not seen, (and yet 
Peter and James and John had 
seen Moses and Elijah «as they 
appeared in glory) nor ear heard 
(and remember that they heard 
the voice of God as He spoke 
from heaven) neither have en- 
tered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared 
for them that love him.’’ (1Cor 
2:9.) But hsten, that is not 
enoogh, “‘But God hath revealed 
them unto us by his Spirit :for the 
Spirit searcheth all things, yea, 
the deepthings of God.’’ (1 Oor. 
2:10.) 

Now, what is it to have fellow- 





| been in heaven for eighteen cen-| 
|turies? What is it to be gath-| 
bem together with the heavenly 
inhabitants? Paul was caught 


away into the third heaven and 
ssw and heard, and to Peter 
James and John appeared part 
of the men from heaven,so which 
ever does the going there is a 
mingling together. 

To the praise of His glory! A 
sacred expression. A sacred ex 
perience when entered into. A 
touch of heaven and earth and 
the glory all around. A life of 
deep humility. A life hidden 
with Ohrist in God. Oonver- 
sation in heaven, the very 
place from whence our Lord 
willcome. (Philip. 3:20.) What 
does all this mean? It means a 
close walk with God so that this 
glory He has promised us will 
never be dishonored. Live to 
honor Him; live to please Him; 
live to obey Him; lge to say, be, 
and do His will at all times. This 
is to the praise of His glory. 
This is to honor that glory that 
He showers down upon us abun- 
dantly and will do it more and 
more as we honor it—as we 
praise it, and live to the praise 
of His glory. 

Do not forget that it is into 
this glory God has called us and 
we are to enter into 1t similar to 
the way Moses entered into the 
cloud of Glory as He ascended 
Mount Sinai. Paul says,‘‘ Where- 
unto he called you by our gospel, 
to the obtaining of the glory of 
our Lord Jesus Ohrist.’’? (2 Thes 
2:14.) Surely weare now tread- 
ing on holy ground. No light- 
ness or disobedience over here. 
No idleness nor robbing God of 
either time or money. Over 
here in this sacred and holy 
place the inhabitants are both 
holy and obedient in all things 
Oh, the sacredness of the very 
atmosphere we breathe! Entere: 
into glory. ‘This is not the glori- 
fied state in which Moses and 
Klijah came when they talked 
about the decease of the Lord, 
but the glory thatcovered Peter, 
James and John while they were 
in the presence of the glorified 
saints. 

There it is! Ali together in 
one, both which are in heaven 
and which are on the earth; even 
in him. That we should be t 
the praise of His glory. (Eph. 
1:10,12.) Paul explains this 
further by saying, ‘‘Which is the 
earnest of our inheritance, unti! 
the redemption of the purchased 
possession, unto the praise of his 
glory.”?> (Eph. 1:14.) Earnest 
means ‘‘a portion of something 
given or done in advance as 4 
pledge.” This glory we are to 
honor is a portion of the very 
same glory that the glorified 
/saints have now and shall have 
‘in eternity. It is explained bv 
the experience of the three dis- 
ciples on the mount with Jesus,

glory overshadowed them that 
surrounded the two heavenly 
visitors but Peter, James and 
John were not glorified in the 
sense that Moses and Elijah were, 
yet it was the same glory.

If 
we are called into it, bv all 


means ‘let us press in, no matter 
what the oppositions may be 
Peter says this glory follows She 
suffering of Ohrist, and this 
means it is due now as well as 
any time. It can be obtained. 
We are often surrounded with it 
in our meetings, but we want it 
more and more. 

It does no violence to Scrip- 
ture for us to write thus for 
Peter was a man as We are and 
he testifies to having the glory 
Of this he says, ‘‘The elders 
which are among you I exhort 
who am also an elder, and a wit- 
nessof the sufferings of Christ, 
and also a partaker of the glory 
that shall be revealed.’’ (1 Peter 
5:1.) Who can doubt Peter? 
He had the experience and yet 
he was @ man like we ourselves. 
And who can say he did not live 
o the praise of His glory? 

The standard is not too igh 
ind we must measure up to it 
‘nstead of murmuring and de- 
claring that it is too high a 
standard to raise. I declare that 
there is nothing too high. But 
tread softly now as we walk 
boldly in behind the second vail 
where the Shechinah glory of 
God’s presence is always realized. 
And we have a perfect right to 
enter into the Holy of Holies 
since the dark day when the vail 
of the temple was torn from top 
to bottom. ‘‘Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter into 


‘| the holiest by the blood of Jesus, 


by a new and living way which 


he hath consecrated for us, 
through ‘he veil, that is to say, 
his flesh.”” (Heb. 10:19, 20.) 


And since the way is opened for 
us to enter into that realm of 
glory we dishoner the worthy 
name of Christ if we falter and 
fail. 

But we will not fail, It 1s 
ours, and we must obtain this 
glory that is ours. We must 
measure up to the standard, no 
matter how high it is There 
must he better communion, there 
must be closer fellowship, both 
among ourselves and with the 
saints in glory. As we draw 
nearer to each other iv spirit, 
and feel the touches of the 
spirit world, the glory will be 
revealed more and more until 
the Scripture will be fulfilled 
which savs, ‘‘And the Lord will 
create upon every dwelling place 
of mount Zion, and upon her 
assemblies, a cloud and smoke 
by day, and the shining of a 
flaming fire by night: for upon 
all the glory shall be a defence.”’ 
(Isa. 4:5.) 

Why not expect this when 
there wasa pillar of cloud by 
day and a pillar of fire by nizht 
over the church in the wilder- 
ness? And listen, Paul says, 
‘‘But if the ministration of death 
(having reference to Israel and 
the law) written and engraven 
in stones, was glorious, so that 
the children of Israel could not 
steadfastly behold the face of 
Moses for the glory of his counte- 
nance ;which glory was to be done

away: how shall not the minis-! 
tration of the spirit be rather | 
glorious? For if the munistra- 
tion of condemnation be glory, 


*|much more doth the ministration 


,of righteousness exceed in glory. 
For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this re- 
spect, by reason of the glory that 
excelleth. For if that which is 
done away is glorious, much more 
that which remaineth is glorious.”’ 
(2 Cor.3:7—11.) 1 do not want to 
stop yet. Since having made 
the comparison between the two 


‘| ministrations we wax bold as 


we rally round the high 


?|}standard described by Paul, 


Peter and others, and in the 
language of Paul we exclaim, 
“Seeing then that we have such 
hope (of such glory) we use great 
plainness of speech,” (2 Oor. 
3:12), and insist that we live to 
the praise of His glory and mea- 
sure up to the full standard of 
the Bible in all things. And 
again, that **we all with open 
face beholding as in a glass the 
iglory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory 
to glory even as by the Spirit of 
the Lord.’’ 

This kind of an experience will 
remove a lot of things that are 
not becoming to the saints of 
God. When this experience is 
reached there will be no more 
accusations, no false interpreta- 
tions, no “‘skinning’’ the people 
with harsh rasping expressions 
in the pulpit or out, no cross fir- 
ing, no divisions, no slackness in 
attending services, or praying, or 
testifying, or tithe paying; but 
everything will be regulated 
with no dissatisfaction while we 
live to the praise (honor) of His 
glory. 

We may be accused and mis- 
represented by the outside world, 
but it will be the end to accusing 
and misrepresenting one another. 
Will be no apparently angry re- 
bukings in. what appears to be 
other tongues, playing like it is 
the Holy Ghost rebuking. Will 
be no interpretations that play 
like it is the Holy Ghost reveal- 
ing something in the lives of 
others that the interpreter (7?) 
has heard from some talebearer 
or tattler. Such play as this will 
make no appearance where the 
glory is honored as it should and 
will be. 


Talking in tongues and inter- 
‘pretations are not of Satanic 
origin. But it may be possible 
that men and women have been 
playing with these divine gifts, 
or rather playing like they 
had them when they did nor. 
This is not necessarily by Sa 
tanic power, but only men or 
women fooling the folks. Such as 
this will cease. It is about over 
now. Get the glory and dwell 
in behind the second vail and 
such fooling will never appear. 


Talking in tongues is sacred, 
Interpretations are sacred, but 
this fooling 1s not sacred, neither 
does it edify, and Paul exhorts 
us to do all things unto edify- 
ing.
